With a view to a revision of the 
U. 8. land laws; the Government ap- 
pointed a commission to travel over 
the public domain and to collect evi- 
dence in regard to tlie workings of the 
present system of managing Uncle 
Sam's farm and mining property.

Sometimes. the huge drifts 
bewilder him for a moment, and 
missing the hard beaten path he sinks 
out of sight in the loose snow. Out 
of sight is used quite literally, for it 
frequently occurs that his body is 
completely covered, and his head 
alone is above the surface. If he 
knows on which side the trail lies, he 
will plunge and straggle to regain his 
foot-hold. If, as sometimes eccurs, 
he is confused as to the r direc- 
ay tegen = e ae 
of kee perfectly quiet until the 
driver ‘aeueaa Sees his horse aod 
comes furward to point out the road. 
By means of al stick the driver 
finds the trail, and ng a path for 
a few feet in front of the discomfited 
snow-breaker, speaks an enceuraging 
word to the poor animal. Every 
nerve and muscle is immediately 
strained to regain the lost path, and 
the horse again resumes his task as 
guide. This snow-breaker seems to 

an almost human intelligence.
